Chriff? We might indeed be the Servants of Men, and Vaſlals to the Pope, but we 
could not poſſibly obcy the Goſpel of Chriſt, if it were taken and hid from us, We 
remember full well who they were that would not ſutter an Exg/ih Bible to be in this. 
Kingdom for very many Ages together : And if any devout and Religious Soul; wha 
defired to know his Maiters will, had gotten but the Lords Prayer, or Ten Command- 
ments in Engliſh, it coſt him his Life. We ſhall never forget the Seven Coventry Martyrs, 
who were Burned all together in the little Fark, the 4th. of April 1519. forteaching 
their Children and Family the Lords Prayer, and Ten Commandments in Engliſh. Nor 
ſhall we ever forget how the poor Children were ſent for, and charged in no wiſe 
to meddle any more with thoſe very ſmall Scriptures, upon pain of tuitering the fame 
Death with their Parents. What is once made Herclie by an Infallible Church; mutt be 
always- 
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dlways,: and ovety whore Herefie, though Herefic indeed is not every where Burning," 
for ach of ' opportunity. - Thanks be to God and our good Laws that it is not fo __ 
And Thope the- Church of Evglaw will always be careful to afſert the Atithority 'and 
Majeſty of the Laws, which are ſo much to be preferred and valued above our Lives, 
in as much as by themwe enjoy both our Lives and 'the Proteſtant Religion together.

tryed and condemned by Laws, which were not promulged till an Hundred years 
after their Death. The preſert Church of England has a very greet P.everence for thoſe 
Biſhops and Clergy, who were the Reſtorers of the Proteltant Religion to this Kingdom, 
and who had formerly hazarded their Lives for it, and will be very lath to ſee them 
paſs under the Charadter of Traytors and Rebels : An when we Demand, What Laws 
_of the Land, or what Principles of the Church of England they had iranigreiled, we are 
in effeft told, Thar they were Rebels againſt ſom? choien Expreſſions in very modern 
Addreſſes. The Inſtance which' he gives is the Church of England's behaviour towards 
Mary Queen of Scots above an Hundred years ago : Now mark his words p. 5. * But 
* yet. becauſe 1am about to give a notorious Inſtance of their Receding from this Prin. 
* ciple, ( namely the Divine Right of Succeſſion ) when the Practiſe of it thwarted their 
* Intereſt, it will not be amiſs to obſerve, that they haye Acknowledged in their ſeveral 
* Addrefles to his preſent Majeſty, upon his Acceſſion to the Crown, the Unalterable 
* and Inherent Right of Succeſſio.1. Now this is the Reaſoning wich, as I aid before, 
would make a Man ſtand upon his Head. Beſides, How could they Recede or go back 
+ from a Principle which they never came to, and were never nearer it than than at an 
Hundred years Diſtance? For their Opinion or Principle, call it what you will, was 
this, as appears by the 27. Eliz. That in caſe an Heir m Remainder killed the preſent 
Lawful Poſſefſor of the Crown, that perſon had not a Divine Right of Succeſſion : And 
that neither God nor the Laws ever meant to Reward the falſhood of Treaſon, and the 
bloody Uſurpation of a Crown, with ſo much the Eatlier poiſefſion of” it. My bufineſs 
is not to concern my ſelf about either of theſe Principles or opinions, but only to 'ſhew 
the abſurd reaſoning of this Writer. 

3. Mary Queen of Scots is made Queen of England by ſuch an Argument as makes her 
no Queen of Scots, and by giving her another's Kingdom takes away her own. The 
Argument is this, That Queen Klizabeth being Illegitimate, and only an Att-of-Parlia- 
- wy could not interpoſe betwixt the Crown of England and Mary Queen of 
Scots, who was Heir by Inherent Birth-right. Now does not all the World know, That 
all the Title that Mary Queen of Scors had to the Kingdom of Scotland, was an Att of 
Parliament made at Scone in the time of Robert the Firſt ; whereby his Iſſue by Elizabeth 
Moore his Concubine, (whom he never Marricd, but who was afterwards Married to 
one Giffard a Gentleman of Lowthien) were made Inheritable to the Crown ; and at the 
ſame time all his Legitimate Children, by his Lawful Queen Eupheme, were ſet aſide. 
Theſe men take juſt the ſame Medftres as their Father Garnet did in the Gun-Powder 
Treaſon, who Reſolved, That in order to blow up the Hereticks, they might Lawfully 
blow ug their Catholick Friends too : Nay, all that this Inſtancer fays againſt 
Elizabeth (admitting it to be "True, which we do not) bears much harder upon the” Ti- 
tle of Mary Queen of Scots, Was _—_— Amnmns Marriage with Hen, 8. naught ? But in 
Elizabeth Meores Cale there was no Marriage at al Or was King Edward ſet-aſide to

make way for Illegitimate Blrzaberb ? -But fo it was done by the Aft at Seove. Every. be-- 
dy underſtands the Engliſh of Queen Am Bolens Precontratt, when they Remember, 
That King Henry the 8th. was Married again to the Lady Fane Seymour, within Three 
days after the Beheading of that Queen. 

4. Mary Queen of Scots is made Queen of England upon the Hypotheſis of the Pater. 
nal Right, p. 3. and 5. when upon that Hypotheſis ſhe was difinherited and forecloſed. 
from the Crown of England by twq Succeſſive Patriarchs, Henry the 8th. and Edward the 
6th, Hemry the 8th. by his laſt Will and Teſtament excluded the Houle of Scarland, and. 
Edward the 6th.. by his Will excluded both that and his own Siſters likewiſe. But as the 
Biſhop of Roſs argued againſt the firſt Will, that it was not ſubſcribed by his Graces own. 
hand-writing, as.was directed by the Aft of Parliament, but only ſigned with a ſtamp of 
his Name; ſo King Edward was never enabled by an Act of Parliament to diſpoſe of the. 
Crown at all : And.ſo neither of theſe Wills ſignificd any thing, becauſe the Prince has 
no Power but what the Law-gives him. Whereas if theſe foreſaid Princes had been 
Patriarchs, andfull of Inherent PaternaF Power, they could have Diſinherited without. 
an At of Parliament, For if a Father cannot Diſinherit, much leſs has he- Power of 
Life and Death.
